From masks to book banning, conservatives take on educators

CHEYENNE, Wyo. (AP) — A recent Wyo- 
ming school board meeting was again 
packed with opponents of mask man- 
dates when things took an abrupt turn 
and a parent started reading aloud sex- 
ually explicit passages from a book avail- 
able in school libraries. 

“Parents like myself had no idea this stuff 
was here,” the parent, Shannon Ashby, 
told trustees of Laramie County School 
District No. 1 in the capital city. 

The push to remove objectionable books 
from school libraries is part of a renewed 
conservative interest in public educa- 
tion as a political issue since the start of 
the pandemic. Parents who first packed 
school board meetings to express their 
opposition to mask mandates and other 
COVID-19 measures have since broad- 
ened their focus to other issues they say 
clash with conservative values, including 
teachings about social justice, gender, _ se 
race and history. —

Such Issues played a key 
role in last month's Virginia 
governor's election and 
are now poised to be in the 
Republican spotlight in the 
2022 midterms. 

“If you put pictures to the 
material that was read, our 
superintendent would be In 
jail for trafficking in kiddie 
porn,” said Darin Smith, a 
local attorney and former 
Republican congressio- 
nal candidate whose wife 
is on the school board. “I 
would never have known 
these extreme leftists that 
are controlling our school 
district had | not gone to 
voice my opposition to the 
masking.”

middle schools, “Monday’s 
Not Coming,” by Tiffany D. 
Jackson, Is a novel about 
the mysterious disappear- 
ance of a Black teenager. 
Supporters say it contains 
important messages about 
topics such as poverty, 
child abuse and friendship, 
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though it does includes 
scenes such as d boy anda 
girl having sex on a teach- 
ers desk. 

Ashby also read allusions to 
sex acts in “Traffick,” by El- 
len Hopkins, a novel about 
teenagers victimized by sex 
trafficking. 
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Similar disoutes over public 
school curricula and books 
arose recently in Virginia, 
where with help from for- 
mer Vice President Mike 
Pence they became a 
major issue in Republican 
Glenn Youngkin’s success- 
ful campaign for governor. 
They've also been a po- 
litical issue in the Carolinas 
and Texas while school of- 
ficials in Kansas pulled al- 
most 30 books from shelves 
after a complaint but soon 
returned them. 
In Utah, the state chapter 
of the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union opened an 
investigation in November 
after a suburban Salt Lake 
City district removed sever- 
al books including “The Blu- 
est Eye,” by Toni Morrison, 
pending investigation into 
a parent complaint. Other 
books that have been the 
subject of complaints in 
the city’s schools include 
titles with LGBTQ charac- 
ters and plot lines. “There 
is @ wave of well-funded, 
well-organized attacks in 
our schools and looking to 
remove library books from 
the shelves,” Utah Educa- 
tion Association President 
Heidi Matthews said. 
Library organizations are 
pushing back, pointing out 
that many of the books in 
question depict struggles of 
minorities. Efforts to remove 
them send a message to 
minority youth that their 
views don't matter, said 
Deborah Caldwell Stone, 
director of the American 
Library Association's Office 
for Intellectual Freedom. 
“It’s a terrible message to 
send to young people,” 
Stone said. “For me, it’s just 
astonishing that so many 
groups that use ‘liberty’ 
in their names, that claim 
that they're all for freedom 
and the individual right to 
exercise freedom, resort so 
quickly to use censorship.” 
Ashby belongs to Moms 
for Liberty, a conservative 
group that says it challeng- 
s “short-sighted and de- 
structive” policies in public 
schools. 
Wyoming's top education 
official, Nowever, ques- 
tioned whether the book 
disoutes are a fundamen- 
tally conservative cause. 
“Labeling this as a ‘conser- 


vative’ issue Is a disservice 
to parents and their chil- 
dren. We should embrace 
parents wanting to engage 
with their children’s edu- 
cation, not label them,” 
Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Jillian Balow, a 
Republican, said in a state- 
ment Thursday. 

In September, Balow joined 
Wyoming's Republican leg- 
islative leaders in support- 
ing proposed state legisla- 
tion to counter the teach- 
ing of “ critical race theo- 
ry,” which has become a 
catch-all term for efforts to 
teach that systemic racism 
remains a persistent prob- 
lem in the U.S. Opponents 
of those efforts say they are 
divisive and counterpro- 
ductive. Balow noted that 
disoutes over books aren't 
new. Since the 1970s, for 
example, several books 
by children’s and young 
adulf author Judy Blume 
have been banned from 
schools and libraries for ev- 
erything from sexuality to 
endings people didn’t like. 
Mark Twain's “Adventures 
of Huckleberry Finn” is an- 
other frequent target due 
to racist language. 

Ashby said she first heard 
about the books in the 
Cheyenne district after tun- 
ing in fo conservative pod- 
casts. She then checked 


an online school library 
book database to see 
which books mentioned 


in the podcasts were in 
Cheyenne. “I figured living 
in Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
we would be safe,” said 
Ashby, who removed her 
three children from. the 
district at the start of the 
school year because of the 
mask mandate. Cheyenne 
school officials haven't be- 
gun reviewing the books 
Ashby opposes because 
nobody has filed a formal 
complaint, Superintendent 
Margaret Crespo said. 

Cresoo sdid book op- 
ponents at school board 
meetings represent a small 
fraction of the community 
and not those who've writ- 
ten or sooken to school of- 
ficials in support, though 
the district has begun ad- 
justing its policies for books, 
including how they are 
ourchased and checked

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Fauci says omicron variant is just raging around the world’

WILMINGTON, Del. (AP) — 
The COVID-19 omicron vari- 
ant is “just raging around 
the world,” the White 
House's top medical advis- 
er said Sunday as President 
Joe Biden prepares to issue 
“a stark warning of what 
the winter will look like” for 
unvaccinated Americans. 
Dr. Anthony Fauci, the 
country’s leading infectious 
disease expert, told NBC’s 
“Meet the Press” that “the 
real problem” for the U.S. 
hospital system is that “we 
have so many people in this 
country who are eligible to 
be vaccinated who have 
not yet been vaccinated.” 
The prospect of a winter 
chilled by a wave of coro- 
navirus infections is a se- 
vere reversal from the op- 
timism projected by Biden 
some 10 months ago, when 
he suggested at a CNN 
town hall that the country 
would essentially be back 
to normal by this Christmas. 
Biden has been careful not 
to overpromise, yet confi- 
dence in the country has 
been battered by an unre- 
lenting wave of COVID-19 
mutations and variations 
that have leff many Ameri- 
cans emotionally exhaust- 
ed, dispirited and worried 
about infections. 

Fauci, director of the Na- 
tional Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases, 
tried to defend the presi- 
dent’s earlier promise in a 
separate interview Sunday

on CNN’s “State of the 
Union.” “The idea about 
hoping and having an as- 
piration to be independent 
of the virus after a period of 
time is understandable and 
reasonable,” Fauci said. 
“But the one thing that we 
know from, now, almost 
two years’ experience with 
this virus is that if is really 
very unpredictable.” 

With the threat that rising 
infections could worsen the 
supply chain challenges 
facing the United States 
and fuel inflation, Gov. Jar- 
ed Polis, D-Colo., said Biden 
should stop talking about 
vaccination as two shots 
and a booster and instead 
call it “three doses” that 


are needed to maximize 
orotection. 

Polis pivoted to_ inflation 
that is running at a nearly 
four-decade high,  say- 
ing Biden in his remarks on 
Tuesday about the omicron 
variant needed to show the 
country how he Is address- 
ing the rising cost of goods. 
“We can do very concrete 
things that actually reduce 
the costs for Americans,” 
Polis said on NBC, noting 
that Colorado Is cutting ve- 
hicle registration fees and 
making it free to register a 
new business. 

The administration is ex- 
pecting a series of break- 
through infections with the 
surge of holiday travelers. 
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Fauci said most people 
who have been vaccinat- 
ed and gotten a booster 
should be fine if they take 
precautions such as wear- 
iINg masks in crowded set- 
tings including airports. 

Biden plans to speak Tues- 
day on the status of the 
fight against COVID-19 and 
discuss government help 
for communities in need 
of assistance, White House 
press secretary Jen Psaki 
tweeted. She also said 
he will be “issuing a stark 
warning of what the winter 
will look like for Americans 
that choose to remain un- 
vaccinated.” Fauci was 
asked on CNN whether he 
expected a record num- 


bers of cases — and what 
about hospitalizations and 
deaths. “Yes, well, unfor- 
tunately, | think that that Is 
going to happen,” he said. 
Fauci told NBC the presi- 
dent would again urge 
people to get the booster 
shot, highlight increased 
availability of testing, dis- 
cuss “surge teams” for be- 
sieged hospitals and ex- 
plain how important it is to 
provide vaccines for the 
rest of the world. 

“The one thing that’s very 
clear, and there’s no doubt 
about this, is its extraordi- 
nary capability of spread- 
ing, its transmissibility ca- 
pability. It is just, you know, 
raging through the world, 
really,” Fauci said. “And if 
you look even here in the 
United States, you have 
some regions that start off 
with a few percent of the 
isolates that are positive, 
now going up to 30%, 40%, 
and some places 50%.” 
Psaki’s announcement Sat- 
urday on Twitter came af- 
ter Vice President Kamala 
Harris said in a Los Ange- 
les Times interview that 
the Biden administration 
“didn't see delta coming. 
| think most scientists did 
not — upon whose advice 
and direction we have 
relied — didn’t see delta 
coming.” She added: “We 
didn't see omicron com- 
ing. And that’s the nature 
of what this, this awful virus 
has been, which as if turns 
out, has mutations and 
variants.”} 





OSHA vaccine mandate penalties to 


start Jan. 10 


The Occupational Health 
and Safety Administration 
said Saturday that it would 
not issue citations tied to 
its Coronavirus vaccination 
mandate before Jan. 10, so 
that companies have time 
to adjust to and implement 
the requirements. 

The federal agency sepa- 
rately said there would be 
no citations of companies 
regarding its testing re- 
quirements before Feb. 9. 
The announcement came 
after the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals for the Sixth District 


in Cincinnati decided on 
Friday that the mandate 
for large employers could 
go forward, reversing a 
previous court decision 
made after 27 Republican- 
led states, conservative 
groups, business associa- 
tions and some individual 
companies challenged the 
mandate. 

OSHA said in a statement 
that it would not issue cita- 
tions before the listed dates 
“so long as an employer 
is exercising reasonable, 
good faith efforts to come 


into compliance with the 
standard.” 

The mandate was previ- 
ously slated to take effect 
Jan. 4. 

The Biden administration's 
vaccine requirement ap- 
plies to companies with 100 
or more employees and 
covers about 84 million U.S. 
workers. Employees who 
are not fully vaccinated 
have to wear face masks 
and be subject to weekly 
COVID-19 tests. There are 
exceptions, including for 
those who work outdoors or

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Ex-hostages doing well, have left Haiti, mission agency says

All the former hostages 
from a U.S.-based mission- 
ary group kidnapped in 
Haiti have been flown out 
of the country after a two- 
month ordeal, the leader of 
their Ohio-based missions 
organization said Friday, as 
he also extended an offer 
of forgiveness to their cap- 
Tors. 

David Troyer, general di- 
rector of Christian Aid Min- 
istries, said in a video state- 
ment that a U.S.-flagged 
plane left the Caribbean 
nation Thursday afternoon 
carrying the last 12 kid- 
napped missionaries, hours 
after they were freed ear- 
lier in the day. 

“Everyone including the 
10-month-old baby, the 
3-year-old boy and the 
6-year-old boy seem to be 
doing reasonably well,” 
Troyer said. 

The last releases came two 
months to the day after the 
group of 16 Americans and 
one Canadian — includ- 
ing five children — were 
kidnapped by the 400 Ma- 
wozo gang, which initially 
demanded millions of dol- 
lars in ransom. The other 
five had been freed earlier. 
Troyer did not comment on 
the circumstances of the 
release, such as whether 
ransom was paid or a res- 
cue effort was involved, 
but expressed thanks to 
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Titanyen, north of Port-au-Prince, Haiti, Dec. 16, 2021. 


“the U.S. government and 
all others who assisted _ in 
the safe return of our hos- 
tages.” 

“Thank you for understand- 
ing our desire to pursue 
nonviolent approaches,” 
he added, without elabo- 
ration. 

Based in Berlin, Ohio, Chris- 
tian Aid Ministries, or CAM, 
is supported and _ staffed 
by conservative Anabap- 
tists, a range of Mennonite, 
Amish and related groups 
whose hallmarks include 
nonresistance to evil, plain 
dress and separation from 
mainstream society. 

IN keeping with Anabaptist 
teaching, which puts a pre- 


mium on forgiveness, Troyer 
offered conciliatory words 
to the captors. 

“A word to the kidnappers: 
We do not know all of the 
challenges you face. We 
do believe that violence 
and oppression of others 
can never be justified. You 
caused our hostages and 
their families a lot of suffer- 
ing,” he said. “However, Je- 
sus taught us by word and 
by his own example that 
the power of forgiving love 
is stronger than the hate of 
violent force. Therefore, we 
extend forgiveness to you.” 
Troyer said the hostages 
had “prayed for their cap- 
tors and told them about 
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God's love and their need 
to repent.” 

The missionaries were ab- 
ducted Oct. 16 shortly af- 
ter visiting an orphanage in 
Ganthier, in the Croix-des- 
Bouquets area, where they 
verified it had received aid 
from CAM and played with 
the children, Troyer said. 
“As they became aware 
of what was happening 
at the time of capture, the 
group began singing the 
chorus, ‘The angel of the 
Lord encampeth round 
about them that fear Him, 
and delivereth them,’” 
Troyer said, quoting from 
the biblical book of Psalms. 
“This song became a favor- 


ite of theirs, and they sang 
it many times throughout 
their days of captivity.” 

The hostages remained to- 
gether as a group through- 
out, he said, in prayer, in 
song and encouraging 
each other. 

Troyer said CAM workers 
were aware of dangers in 
Haiti, where gang activ- 
ity and kidnappings have 
been on the rise. 

But the organization often 
works in such perilous plac- 
es precisely because “that 
is usually where the biggest 
needs are,” he added. 
CAM hopes to continue 
working in Haiti, Troyer said, 
while acknowledging that 
it will need to bolster secu- 
rity protocols and “better 
instruct Our people about 
the dangers involved.” 
Authorities have said 400 
Mawozo was demand- 
ing $1 million per person in 
ransom, although it wasn't 
clear if that included the 
children. The gang's lead- 
er had threatened fo kill 
the hostages unless his de- 
mands were met. 

Also Friday, a meeting in- 
cluding representatives of 
14 countries, various inter- 
national organizations and 
Haitian Prime Minister Ariel 
Henry produced broad 
commitments to address 
security and the political 
and economic situation in 
the impoverished Caribbe- 
an nation, according to a 
top U.S. diplomat. LJ

LONDON (AP) — Nations 
across Europe moved fo re- 
impose tougher measures 
to stem a new wave of CO- 
VID-19 infections sourred by 
the highly transmissible omi- 
cron variant, with the Neth- 
erlands leading the way 
by Imposing a nationwide 
lockdown. 

All non-essential stores, bars 
and restaurants in the Neth- 
erlands will be closed until 
Jan. 14. starting Sunday, 
caretaker Prime Minister 
Mark Rutte said at a hastily 
arranged press conference 
Saturday night. Schools 
and universities will shut un- 
til Jan. 9, he said. 

In what Is surely to prove a 
major disappointment, the 
lockdown terms also rein 
in private holiday celebra- 
tions. Residents only will 
be permitted two visitors 
except for Christmas and 
New Year’s, when four will 
be allowed, according to 
Ruite. 

“The Netherlands is going 
into lockdown again from 
tomorrow,” he said, add- 
ing that the move was 
“unavoidable because of 
the fifth wave caused by 
the omicron variant that ts 
bearing down on us.” 

It wasn’t just the Dutch 
seeking to slow the spread 
of omicron. Alarmed minis- 
ters in France, Cyprus and 
Austria tightened travel re- 
strictions. Paris canceled its 
New Year's Eve fireworks. 
Denmark has closed the- 
aters, concert halls, amuse- 
ment parks and museums. 
Ireland imposed an 8 p.m. 
curfew on pubs and bars 
and limited attendance at 
indoor and outdoor events. 
London Mayor Sadiq Khan 
Underscored the official 
concern about the climb- 
ing cases and their poten- 
tial to overwhelm the health 
care system by declaring a 
major incident Saturday, 
a move that allows local 
councils in Britain's capital 
to coordinate work more 
closely with emergency 
SErvICes. 

Irish Prime Minister Michedl 
Martin captured the sense 
of the continent in an ad- 
dress to the nation, saying 
the new restrictions were 


needed to protect lives 
and livelinoods from the re- 
surgent virus. 

“None of this is easy,” Mar- 
tin said Friday night. “We

The World Health Organiza- 
tion reported Saturday that 
the omicron variant of the 
coronavirus has been de- 
tected in 89 countries, and 
COVID-19 cases involving 
the variant are doubling 
every 1.5to 3 days in places 
with community. transmis- 
sion and not just infections 
acquired abroad. 

Major questions about omi- 
cron remain unanswered, 
including how effective ex- 
isting COVID-19 vaccines 
are against If and whether 
the variant produces se- 
vere illness in many infect- 
ed individuals, WHO noted. 
Yet omicron’s “substantial 
growth advantage” over 
the delta variant means it is 
likely to soon overtake del- 
ta as the dominant form of 
the virus in countries where 
the new variant is soread- 
ing locally, the U.N. health 
agency said. 

In the Netherlands, shop-

est coronavirus restrictions 
flooded Oxford Street, a 
popular London shopping 
area, on Saturday.

Hundreds of people 
blocked traffic as they 
marched with signs bearing 
slogans such as “Vaccine 
oassports kill our freedoms” 
and “Don't comply.” Other 
signs had the faces of John- 
son or U.K. Health Secretary 
Sajid Javid and read, “Give 
them the boot.” 

Scientists are warning the 
British government if needs 
to go further to prevent 
hospitals from being over- 
whelmed. Leaked minutes 
from the Scientific Adviso- 
ry Group for Emergencies 
suggested a ban on indoor 
mixing and hospitality, the 
BBC reported. 

Britain and other nations 


are also accelerating the 
pace of booster shots af- 
ter early data showed that 
two doses of vaccine were 
less effective against the 
omicron variant. Shopping 
centers, cathedrals and 
soccer stadiums in Britain 
have been converted into 
mass vaccination centers. 
Omicron is now the domi- 
nant coronavirus variant in 
London, and efforts were 
stepped up to reach peo- 
ple who haven't yet been 
vaccinated or boosted. 
The mayor said during a visit 
to amass vaccination pop- 
Up clinic at London soccer 
team Chelsea's stadium 
that public services ranging 
from ambulances to police 
calls could be impeded by 
the rapidly spreading vari- 
ant. 

“The big issue we have is 
the number of Londoners 
who have this virus, and 
that’s leading to big issues 
in relation to staff absences 
and the ability of our public 
services to run at the opti- 
mum levels,” Khan told the 
BBC. 

In France, the government 
announced that it will start 
giving the vaccine to chil- 
dren in the 5 to 11 age 
group beginning Wednes- 
day. 

Prime Minister Jean Castex 
said Friday that with the 
omicron variant spreading 
like “lightning,” the govern- 
ment proposed requiring 
proof of vaccination from 
individuals entering restau- 
rants, cafes and other pub- 
lic establishments. The ac- 
tion requires parliamentary 
approval. 

Thousands of opponents of 
vaccine requirements and 
mask mandates protested 
Saturday in Hamburg, Ber- 
lin, DUsseldorf and other 
German cities.

ISLAMABAD (AP) — Islamic 
countries scrambled on 
Sunday to find ways to 
helo Afghanistan avert an 
imminent economic. col- 
lapse they say would have 
a “horrendous” global im- 
pact. 

The hastily called meeting 
of the Organization of Is- 
lamic Cooperation in Islam- 
abad ended with a promise 
to set up a fund to provide 
humanitarian aid through 
the Islamic Development 
Bank, which would pro- 
vide a cover for countries 
to donate without dealing 
directly with the country’s 
Taliban rulers. 

IN a press conference at 
the end of the summit, Pak- 
istan’s Foreign Minister Shah 
Mahmood Qureshi also 
described what he called 
good news from the United 
States, whose special rep- 
resentative on Afghanistan, 
Tom West, attended the 
summit. 

He said West met with the 
Taliban delegation led by 
the interim foreign minister 
Amir Khan Muttagi on the 
sidelines. Qureshi said West 
also said he was mandat- 
ed to “engage “ with the 
Taliban, that U.S. humani- 
tarian aid to Afghanistan 
would not carry precondi- 
tions and there could be as 
much as $1.2 billion avail- 


able through the World 
Bank in money that could 
be released to Afghani- 
stan. 

There was no immediate 
resoonse from the U.S. to 
Qureshi’s statements. 

There has been a growing 
call for the U.S. and other 
countries to release up- 
ward of $10 billion in frozen 
Afghan assets. However, 
oreviously the U.S. has said 
at least some of that mon- 
ey Is tied up in litigation in- 
volving the survivors and 
the families of victims of the 
9/11 terrorist attacks car- 
ried out by al Qaida while 
being harbored in Afghani- 
stan by the Taliban during 
their previous rule. 
Sunday's summit brought 
together dozens of foreign 
ministers as well as the spe- 
cial representatives on Af- 
ghanistan of major powers, 
including China, the USS. 
and Russia. It also included 
the U.N. Undersecretary 
general on humanitarian 
affairs, and the president of 
the Islamic Develooment 
Bank Muhammad — Sulai- 
man Al Jasser, who offered 
several concrete  financ- 
INg proposals. He said the 
IDB can manage trusts that 
could be used to move 
money into Afghanistan, 
jumpstart businesses and 
helo salvage the deeply 
troubled economy. 

At the outset of the sum- 


mit, several participating 
nations called for a quick 
opening of the country’s 
banking system and col- 
lectively, with the United 
Nations and _ international 
banking institutions, to pro- 
vide assistance to Afghani- 
stan. Pakistan’s Prime Min- 
ister Imran Khan directed 
his remarks to the U.S., urg- 
ing Washington to drop 
preconditions for releasing 
desperately needed funds 
and restarting Afghani- 
stan’s banking systems. 
Khan seemed to offer Tal- 
iban a pass on their limits 
on education for girls, urg- 
ing the world to understand 
“cultural sensitivities” and 
saying human rights and 
women's rights meant dif- 
ferent things in different 
countries. Still other soeak- 
ers, Including the OIC chatr- 
man Hussain Ibrahim Taha, 
emphasized the need for 
the protection of human 
rights, particularly those of 
women and girls. 

“This gathering is about 
the Afghan people,” said 
Qureshi, who warned that 
without immediate aid, Af- 
ghanistan was certain to 
collapse. 

The consequences would 
be “horrendous,” he said, 
not just in Afghan lives lost 
to starvation and disease 
— but also what would 
most certainly create a 
mass exodus of Afghans.

He predicted chaos would 
soread, allowing terrorism 
and the drug trade fo flour- 
ish. 
Martin Griffiths, the U.N. un- 
dersecretary for humanitar- 
ian affairs and emergency 
relief Coordinator, warned 
that Afghanistan cannot 
survive on donations alone. 
He urged donor countries 
to show flexibility, allowing 
their money to pay sala- 
ries of DUblic sector workers 
and support “basic services 
such as health, education, 
electricity, livelinoods, to 
allow the people of Af- 
ghanistan some chance 
to get through this winter 
and some encouragement 
to remain home with their 
families.” 
Beyond that, Griffiths said, 
“we need constructive 
engagement with the de 
facto authorities to clarify 
what we expect from each 
other.” 
Afghanistan's teetering 
economy, he added, re- 
quires decisive and com- 
passionate action, or “| fear 
that this fall will pull down 
the entire population.” 
Griffiths said families simply 
do not have the cash for 
everyday purchases like 
food and fuel, as prices 
soar. The cost of fuel is up 
by around 40%, and most 
families soend 80% of their 
money just to buy food. 
He rattled off a number of

Stark statistics. 

“Universal poverty may 
reach 97% of the popula- 
tion of Afghanistan. That 
could be the next grim 
milestone,” he warned. 
“Within a year, 30% of Af- 
ghanistan’s GDP (gross do- 
mestic product) could be 
lost altogether, while male 
unemployment may dou- 
ble to 29%.” 

Next year the U.N. would 
be asking for $4.5 billion in 
aid for Afghanistan — it’s 
single largest humanitarian 
aid request, he said. 

In what appeared to be 
a message to the Taliban 
delegation, Qureshi and 
subsequent speakers, in- 
cluding Taha, emphasized 
the protection of human 
rights, particularly those of 
women and girls. 

IN an interview with The As- 
sociated Press last week, 
Muttaqdi said that Afghani- 
stan's new rulers were COMm- 
mitted to the education 
of girs and women in the 
workforce. 

Yet four months into Taliban 
rule, girls are not allowed to 
attend high school in most 
provinces, and though 
women have returned to 
their jobs in much of the 
health care sector, many 
female civil servants have 
been barred from coming 
to work. 

At the summit’s conclu- 
sion Qureshi said the OIC 
agreed to appoint a spe- 
cial representative on Af- 
ghanistan. The 20 foreign 
ministers and 10 deputy 
foreign ministers in atten- 
dance also agreed to es- 
tablish a greater partner- 
ship with the United Nations 
to get helo to desperate 
Afghans. 

They participants also em- 
ohasized the critical need 
to open Afghanistan's 
banking facilities, which 
have been largely closed 
since the Taliban takeover 
on Aug. 15. The Taliban has 
limited withdrawals from 
the country’s banks to $200 
a month. 

“We collectively feel that 
we have to unlock the fi- 
nancial and banking chan- 
nels because the economy 
cannot function and peo- 
ple cannot be held without 
banking services,” Qureshi

CAIRO (AP) — Sudanese 
took to the streets in the 
capital of Khartoum and 
elsewhere across the Coun- 
try for mass protests Sunday 
against an October miili- 
tary takeover and a sub- 
sequent deal that reinstat- 
ed Prime Minister Abdalla 
Hamdok but sidelined the 
movement. 

The demonstrations mark 
the third anniversary of the 
uprising that eventually 
forced the military removal 
of longtime autocrat Omar 
al-Bashir and his_ Islamist 
government in April 2019. 
Sudan then followed a 
fragile path toward de- 
mocracy and ruled by a 
joint military-civillan gov- 
ernment. The October 25 
coup has rattled the tran- 
sition and led to relentless 
street protests. 

Video footage circulated 
online puroorted to show

tens of thousands protest- 
ers marching in the streets 
of Khartoum and its twin 
city of OmMdurman on Sun- 
day. Protesters were seen 
waving the Sudanese flag 
and white ones with print- 
ed images of those killed 
in the uprising and ensvu- 
ing protests. Anead of the 
demonstrations, Sudan's 
authorities tightened secu- 
rity across the capital, bar- 
ricading government and 
military buildings to prevent 
protesters from reaching 
the military’s headquar- 
ters and the presidential 
palace. They also blocked 
major roads and bridges 
linking Khartoum and Om- 
durman across the Nile 
River. Security forces used 
tear gas to disperse pro- 
testers headed toward 
the palace on the bank of 
the Blue Nile in the heart 
of Khartoum, according 
to activist Nazim Sirag. The 
Sudan Doctors Committee 
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said some protesters were 
injured, but didn’t provide 
a tally. Activists described 
chaotic scenes, with many 
protesters rushing to side 
streets from the tear gas. 
Later, footage showed 
orotesters at one of the 
palace’s gates  chant- 
ing: “The people want the 
downfall of the regime” — 
a slogan heard in the Arab 
Soring uprisings that began 
in late 2010. Those move- 
ments forced the removal 
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mark uprising anniversary 


of leaders in Tunisia, Egypt, 
Libya and Yemen. 

The Sudanese Profession- 
als’ Association, which 
spearheaded the uprising 
against al-Bashir, called on 
orotesters to gather out- 
side the palace and block 
roads with make-shift bar- 
ricades. There were also 
protests in elsewhere in the 
country, such as the coast- 
al city of Port Sudan and 
the northern city of Atbara, 
the birthplace of the upris-

Timeless dictums hold for 
a certified Torah scribe and 
everything from the char- 
acter of the scribe to the 
quality of the parchment 
and type of ink are taken 
into account. The slight- 
est error voids the entire 
54-portion parchment. 


“This new Torah. scroll is

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Restaurants anxious as omicron, high food costs take foll

DETROIT (AP) — While res- 
taurants in the U.S. and 
United Kingdom are open 
without restrictions and of- 
ten bustling, they are enter- 
ing their second winter of 
the coronavirus pandem- 
ic anxious about what's 
ahead: They're squeezed 
by labor shortages and 
skyrocketing food costs 
and the omicron variant is 
looming. 

“I'm extremely worried. 
I’ve never felt like we were 
out of the woods,” said 
Caroline Glover, chef and 
owner of the restaurant An- 
nette in the Denver suburb 
of Aurora. 

The rapid spread of omi- 
cron already is pbummeling 
the industry in Britain and 
elsewhere, with restaurants, 
hotels and pubs reporting 
cancellations at the busiest 
and most lucrative time of 
yeor. 

Businesses urged the U.K. 
government to offer re- 
lief after officials warned 
people to think carefully 
about socializing. Scotland 
and Wales have pledged 
millions of pounds for busi- 
nesses, adding pressure for 
Prime Minister Boris John- 
son's government to do the 
same in England. 

“It’s pretty devastating. For 
private hires, bigger tables 
of say eight to 16 people, 
those have pretty much 
disappeared. These are the 
bread and butter for res- 
taurants at Christmastime,” 
said Jeff Galvin, co-owner 
of Galvin Restaurants, a 
group of five upmarket 
venues in London. 

Many businesses said hun- 
dreds of festive corporate 
lunch bookings vanished 
almost overnight as infec- 
tions began to soar and 
Johnson announced tight- 
er restrictions, including 
mandatory mask-wearing 
in most indoor spaces, 
though restaurants are 
open as usual. 

Glover in Colorado worries 
about renewed restrictions 
if infections climb. For now, 
business has returned, with 
her dining room back to 
full capacity — up from a 
cap of 50% last year — and 
four greenhouses outside 


booked far in advance. 
Similarly, diners have re- 
turned and business is 


dustry, she said. But she 
can’t hike menu prices 
enough to compensate. 





Needham, Massachusetts, 
said she’s comfortable din-

strong for Amy Brandwein, 
who owns the Italian restau- 
rant Centrolina and a small 
cafe, Piccolina, in Washing- 
ton. After her restaurants 
survived lockdowns— with 
takeout and grocery of- 
ferings, “| could safely say 
we're back to 2019 levels,” 
she sald. 

But staffing remains a chal- 
lenge. In a recent survey of 
3,000 U.S. restaurant opera- 
tors, 77% said they didn’t 
have enough workers fo 
meet demand, according 
to the National Restaurant 


Association, an industry 
trade group. 
Many restaurant ~ work- 


ers started new careers or 
went back to school. Jada 
Sartor of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, saw her wages 
rise from $10 per hour to 
$16 per hour this year as 
restaurants grew more des- 
operate for workers, but she 
recently quit her serving job 
because she couldn't find 
affordable child care. 

“The cost of living Is just so 
high you can't afford to re- 
ally live,” she said. 

Kristin Jonna, owner of res- 
taurant and wine bar Vinol- 
ogy in Ann Arbor, Michi- 
gan, said she raised wages 
nearly 40% to attract and 
retain her staff of 35. If was 
a change that needed to 
happen in the service in- 


“Everyone knows that beef 
is more expensive, but high- 
end, highly skilled labor 
is expensive, too,” Jonna 
said. “That is the very tricky 
part of our business right 
now.” 

Jonna said the restaurant Is 
humming despite high CO- 
VID-19 caseloads in Michi- 
gan. She has fewer large 
events scheduled, but the 
customers who are coming 
in are soending more. 

U.S. sales at restaurants and 
bars hit an estimated $73.7 
billion in November, up 37% 
from the same month last 
year, according fo pre- 
liminary data from the U.S. 
Census Bureau. But that 
was partly due to higher 
menu prices as restaurants 
try fo account for inflation. 
Sara Lund, owner of Bo- 
dega and The Rest, a bar 
and restaurant in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, said her ingredi- 
ent costs rose between 15% 
and 40% this year. 

“The margins on food are 
never going to be astro- 
nomical, even in good 
times,” she said. “But pay- 
ing 40% more for protein? 
| can't pass that along fo 
the customer.” 

Diners know restaurants are 
struggling, and many say 
they have resumed eating 
out to helo their favorite 
local spots. Liz Cooper of 
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ily of five, all of whom are 
vaccinated except for her 
4-year-old daughter. 

“If you like a restaurant and 
a small business you should 
get out there and support 
them,” Cooper said. “They 
might have to close, and 
then you'll be heartbroken 
that you can’t get your 
favorite chicken parm or 
cannoli.” 

Steve Geffen, who owns 
four Chicago-area restau- 
rants, including Once Upon 
a Grill, said he removed 
30% of the tables from his 
restaurants to ensure Cus- 
tomers felf comfortable 
dining inside. So far, it’s 
working. 

“They don't mind waiting 
longer, knowing they're not 
sitting on top of everybody 
else,” he said. 

But Jeanne Busch in Forest 
Park, Illinois, is sticking with 
occasional takeout. 

“lam definitely not com- 
fortable maskless indoors in 
a crowd,” Busch said. “As 
we head into winter and 
omicron continues its ram- 
page, we expect mostly to 
be eating at home.” 

IN Britain, omicron has al- 
ready devastated restau- 
rants and pubs. Patrick 
Dardis, who heads the 
Young's chain of some 220 
pubs, said he hoped offi- 
cilals would come up with 


a financial relief plan soon. 
About 30% of the chain's 
bookings canceled _ last 
week. 

“There are thousands of 
businesses — not just pubs 
— that could collapse in 
January if the current situ- 
ation isn’t partnered with 
oroper financial support,” 
he said. 

UKHospitality, an industry 
trade group, urged tax re- 
lief, saying concerns about 
omicron have wiped out 2 
billion pounds ($2.6 billion) 
in sales this month. 
Restaurants also are clam- 
oring for government sup- 
port in the U.S., where the 
Restaurant Revitalization 
Fund ran dry earlier this year 
after dispersing $28.6 billion 
to 100,000 applicants. 
Sean Kennedy, executive 
vice president for pub- 
lic policy at the National 
Restaurant Association, 
said the industry needs at 
least $40 billion to fund the 
200,000 applicants who 
didn't receive grants. So 
far, Congress hasn't taken 
action. 

It's harder for restaurants to 
explain what's happening 
now that their dining rooms 
are full and they're not on 
lockdown, Kennedy said. 
“They think that we're fully 
packed and crushing It, but 
the answer is, we are barely 
getting by,” he said. 
Lindsay Mescher, who 
opened the Greenhouse 
Cafe in Lebanon, Ohio, in 
2019, is frustrated that she 
never received a promised 
government grant. She was 
approved in May, but de- 
mand was so high the fund 
was exhausted before she 
received any money. 

She took out loans to keep 
her staff of eight employed 
while offering only carryout 
for the first 16 months of the 
pandemic. 

The cafe reopened to din- 
ers this year and had a 
busy summer and fall, but 
Mescher is still struggling. 
She used to pay $165.77 for 
a case of 400 takeout salad 
bowls, for example; now 
they cost $246.75. 

“The funds would have 
guaranteed survival for us,” 
Mescher said. “It's extreme- 
ly unfair that some restau- 
rants got relief and some 
didn’t.”)

Never underestimate your 
friendly neighborhood 
Spider-Man, even with a 
mutating virus afoot. De- 
spite rising concerns over 
the omicron variant, "Spi- 
der-Man: No Way Home" 
not only shattered pan- 
demic-era box office re- 
cords; it became the third 
best opening of all time 
behind "Avengers: End- 


game" ($357.1 million) and 
"Avengers: = Infinity War' 
($257.7 million). 


The Sony and Marvel block- 
buster grossed a stunning 
$253 million in ticket sales 
from 4,325 North American 
locations, according fo stu- 
dio estimates on Sunday, 
also setting a record for 
the month of December. 
The web-slinger's success 
couldnt have come soon- 
er for a movie business that 
has had a rollercoaster 
2021 and could be headed 
for a difficult start to 2022 as 
the o micron variant of the 
coronavirus forces more 
and more event cancella- 
TIONS. 

"This weekend's historic 'Spi- 
der-Man: No Way Home 
results, from all over the 
world and in the face of 
many challenges, reaf- 
firm the unmatched cul- 
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tural impact that exclusive 
theatrical films can have 
when they are made and 
marketed with vision and 
resolve," said Tom Roth- 
man, Sony Pictures Chair- 
man and CEO, in a state- 
ment. "All of us at Sony Pic- 
tures are deeply grateful to 
the fabulous talent, both 
in front of and behind the 
camera, that produced 
such a landmark film." 

In its five days playing in 
theaters internationally, 
it's amassed $334.2 million 
in ticket sales, bringing its 
global total to $587.2 mil- 
lion against a $200 mil- 
lion production budget. 
The film has yet to open in 
markets like Thailand and 
Japan, and there is no re- 
lease date set for China. 
As the third standalone 
Spider-Man _ film in the 
Tom Holland era, "No Way 
Home" was always going to 
be an "event film" for fans. 
After several delays over 
the year Sony planted its 
launch in the pre-Christmas 
frame and as of late last 
week had anticipated a 
pandemic-best opening 
in the $130 to $150 million 
range.

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ible $121.5 million in its first 
day — bumping "Star Wars: 
The Force Awakens" out of 
the No. 2 position. 
Directed by Jon Watts, 
"No Way Home" picks up 
with Holland's Peter Parker 
grappling with the world 
finding out about his super- 
hero identity, and features 
Zendaya, Marisa Tomei 
and Benedict Cumber- 
batch as Doctor Strange. 
The promise of spoiler re- 
veals only added to the 
feverish hype that led to 
lines and sell-out showings 
across the country. 

"For the target audience, 
this is absolute must-see, 
required viewing, said 
Paul Dergarabedian, the 
senior media analyst for 
Comscore. ‘There is no way 
fans were going to opt out 
because of omicron." 
Many moviegoers also 
shelled out top dollar to 
see the film on the biggest 
screens possible. Accord- 
ing to IMAX, an estimated 
$36.2 million of the global 
total is from their large for- 
mat screens. 

“Spider-Man: No Way 
Home’ is an exclamation 
point on the comeback 
we've seen at the box of- 
fice in 2021," said Rich Gel- 
fond, CEO of IMAX. "With 
these historic results, IMAX 
continues to see block- 
buster releases generate 
box office at or exceeding 
pre-pandemic levels." 

And it's not just fans who 
have been giving the film 
good marks: Reviews have 
been overwhelmingly posi- 
tive as well. It has a 94% 
"fresh" rating on Rotten To- 
matoes. 

Holland on _— Instagram 
thanked audiences for the 
record numbers. 

"You made this possible. 
Your love and support 
means the world to me,’ 
Holland wrote on = Satur- 
day. ‘Thank you’ thank 
you thank you and if you 
haven't seen Spider-Man 
no way home yet... merry 
Christmas and you know 
what to do."

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NASA confirms next Friday for Webb 
space Telescope launch

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — NASA is shooting 
for next Friday — Christmas 
Eve — to launch its newest 
space telescope. 

NASA Administrator Bill Nel- 
son confirmed Friday that 
the James Webb Space 
Telescope will attempt to 
blast off on Dec. 24. A Eu- 
ropean Ariane rocket will 
provide the lift from South 
America's French Guiana. 
The $10 billion Webb — 
considered the successor 
to the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope — was supposed 
to soar Saturday, but was 
jolted by a clamp during 
launch preparations, re- 
sulting in a four-day delay. 
Then a bad communica- 
tion link on the rocket had 
to be fixed, postponing the 
launch another two days. 
U.S. and European space 
officials signed off Friday on 
the launch date, following 
one last round of testing. 
Nelson expects a smaller 
crowd at the launch site 
because of the holidays. 
Liftoff is scheduled for 7:20 
a.m. EST. 

"Since it's Christmas Eve, 
all the congressional del- 
egations that were going 
down, all of that has evap- 
orated," he told The Associ- 
ated Press. Even the NASA 
and contractor team has 
dwindled, he noted. But 
he'll be there.

Tiger & son's 11 straight birdies fall short of Daly duo

ORLANDO, Fla. (AP) — Tiger 
Woods might not be ready 
for tour-level golf. He can 
still deliver quite a show. 

In a remarkable — return 
from a car crash 10 months 
ago that badly damaged 
his right leg, Woods and 
12-year-old son Charlie 
set a tournament record 
with 11 straight birdies and 
pushed John Daly and his 
college son all the way to 
the finish Sunday in the PNC 
Championship. 

Daly and John Daly Il, a 
freshman at Arkansas, shot 
57 in the scramble format 
and won by two shots. It 
might have been the wid- 
est Woods ever smiled after 
Q runner-up finish. 

"The fact that I'm able to 
have this opportunity this 
year — even a couple 
weeks ago we didn't re- 
ally know whether or not 
| would be doing this,’ 
Woods said. "But here we 
are. And we had just best 
time ever." 

The birdie streak began 
on the seventh hole when 
Woods hit a half-wedge 
into a foot. Charlie holed a 
10-footer on the next hole, 
stooping fo pick up the 
marker before the ball was 
even in the cup, another 
moment where the confi- 
dent son looked a lot like 
his father. 

It was like that over the final 
two hours, Woods often hit- 
ting the key irons and Char- 
lie making the putts. They 
briefly had the lead after a

birdie on the 14th and the 
margin was thin the rest of 
the way until the very end. 
Daly, playing two groups 
behind, birdied the 16th 
hole to regain the lead. 
He and his son stayed in 
front when Team Woods 
chipped too strong on 
the par-5 closing hole and 
each of them missed 8-foot 
birdie putts. They shot 57 
with only four pars, two of 
them on par 5s. 

"We thought we'd have to 
birdie every hole on the 
back nine, and it turned 
out fo be that way," Woods 
said. "But man, what a blast 
it was. We just had a blast 
all day." 

Daly and son two-putted 
for birdie on the 18th and 


set the record that mat- 
tered. They finished at 
27-under par, breaking by 
one the mark set by Davis 
Love Ill and his son three 
years ago. 

“Yesterday, it was all him. | 
outted so bad," Daly said. 
"| finally hit some decent 
shots. He played unbeliev- 
able. | played a little better 
today. | made him happy." 
The most famous encoun- 
ter between Woods and 
Daly was in 2005 at Harding 
Park in a World Golf Cham- 
pionship, which ended in 
a playoff when Daly three- 
outted from 15 feet. 
Woods was charging again 
— Tiger and Charlie — ex- 
cept Team Daly didn't 
flinch. Daly hit 7-iron into 
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the wind to short range on 
the 16th for birdie, and he 
coaxed in a 4-foot par putt 
on the 17th to stay ahead. 
The most popular offsea- 
son event that pairs major 
champions and a fam- 
ily member suddenly felt 
tense on a warm Florida 
afternoon, all because of 
Woods and everything that 
led to him playing again. 
Woods suffered multiple 
injuries to his right leg on 
Feb. 23 when his SUV travel- 
ing about 85 mph crashed 
through a median and 
down a hill in the Los Ange- 
les suburbs. 

He said amputation was 
a possibility. If took three 
months for him to get on his 
feet with helo of crutches. 
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And he ended the year in 
a Sunday red shirt, holing 
birdie putts and delivering 
short irons that led to one 
birdie after another and 
a chase that felt like old 


times. 
This wasn't just about 
Woods. His son, playing 


this event for the second 
straight year, delivered the 
goods down the stretch, 
particularly a 5-iron to 4 
feet on the par-3 17th that 
gave them a tie for the 
lead going to the 18th. 
Team Daly held it steady 
behind them. 

It was only one month ago 
when Woods first posted a 
three-second video show- 
ing him hitting a short iron 
with the message, "Mak- 
ing progress.’ He was hit- 
ting balls at the back of the 
range at Albany in the Ba- 
hamas two weeks ago. He 
was able to ride a cart at 
the Ritz-Carlton Golf Club 
Orlando, which helped him 
get by in the 36-hole event 
on a flat course. 

He kept insisting that play- 
ing at a high level against 
the best players in the world 
is still a long way and a lot 
of work ahead of him. 

But there was no shortage 
of birdies, big shots and 
loads of hopes for a fairy 
tale ending. 

"The competitive juices, 
they are never going to go 
away,’ Woods said. "This 
is my environment. This is 
what I've done my entire 
life. I'm just so thankful to be 
able to have this opportu- 
nity to do it again.L]
